Viborg, Finland. July 21 - The cur­ 
tain has fallen on the final act of the 
drama 
of Russia’s first 
parliament. 
Under the spur of the threat of Gov­ 
ernor Rechamberg 
to use 
military 
force to end 
the session 
and with 
troops already converging on the Ho­ 
tel Belvidere, where the meeting was 
held, ISO members of the lower house 
hurriedly adopted and signed an ad 
dress to the people, which is thorough­ 
ly revolutionary in its nature; elected 
a perpetual executive committee head­ 
ed by Prince Paul Dolgouroukoff, vice 
president of the house, to carry on the 
work 
of liberation and 
adjourned 
amidst 
characteristic Russian 
em­ 
bracing and kissing. 
A few members, including President 
MouroiUseff, Ivan Petrunkevitch aud 
Count Heyden, returned to St. Peters­ 
burg by evening train. 
The Constitu­ 
tional Democratic cohorts intend to go 
to 
St. Petersburg 
in a body 
in the 
morning, 
but many of the 
radicals, 
fearing arrest at the capital, will re­ 
turn by roundabout routes. 


Similar to W o rk m e n 's Manifesto. 


The address, which bears a remark­ 
able 
similarity 
to 
the 
manifesto 
framed by the council of workmen last 
November that landed its authors and 
the editors of eight 
St. Petersburg 
newspapers in the fortress of St. Pe 
ter and St. Paul, strikes the govern­ 
ment in its most vulnerable point, by 
declaring that the administration is 
responsible for the delay iii the settle­ 
ment of the agrarian question and by 
proclaiming a cessation of payment of 
taxes and of military service aud a 
repudiation of future loans. 
The address is as follows: 
“To the People., From Their Popu­ 
lar Representatives: 
“Citizens of All Russia—-Parliament 
has been dissolved by ukase of July 
21. 
You elected 
us as your 
repre­ 
sentatives and instructed us to fight 
for 
our 
country 
and 
freedom, 
in 
execution of your institutions and our 
duty we drew up laws in order to en­ 
sure freedom to the people. 
We de­ 
manded the removal of irresponsible 
ministers who were 
infringing the 
laws with 
impunity and 
oppressing 
freedom. 
First of all, however, we 
wanted to bring out a law respecting 
the distribution 
of land 
to working 
peasants aud 
involving the 
assign­ 
ment to this end of crown appanages, 
monasteries and lands belonging to 
the clergy, and compulsory expropria­ 
tion of private 
estates. 
The govern­ 
ment held such a law to lie inadmissi­ 
ble and on parliament more urgently 
putting forward—its—w*solution regard- 
convert 
lag compulsory expropriation, parlia­ 
ment was dissolved. 
The government 
promises 
to convoke 
a new 
parlia­ 
ment, seven months hence.

A large crowd gathered at the Fin­ 
land station at night, where the depu­ 
ties were expected to arrive but only 
a few appeared and these were not

arrivals were President Mouromtseff 
and Ivan 
Petrunkevitch. 
The former 
came on a local 
train entirely 
unat­ 
tended. 
Ile was plainly downcast and 
responded to the salutation of the As­ 
sociated Press correspondent by the 
mere raising of his hat and hurried on 
to escape an interview. 
M. Petrunke­ 
vitch, filled 
with the 
revolutionary 
spirit, claimed for the Constitutional 
Democrats the credit for the text of 
the appeal. 


Add re ss W ill De Suppressed 


Copies of the appeal to the people 
are In the 
hands of all St. 
Peters­ 
burg newspapers but it will scarcely 
be printed for the 
reason that a de­ 
tachment of police 
is posted 
at the 
door of every newspaper printing of­ 
fice in the city with orders not to per­ 
mit any papers to leave the building 
until authorized by the censor. 
The 
authorities hope by equally vigorous 
measures to prevent the publication 
of the apneal in other cities and in tile 
meantime to nullify the fears of the 
people as to the possible effect of the i 
apneal. 
Police are posted at the lodgings of 
M. Sedcdnikoff and M. Ilyn, awaiting 
the return of these revolutionary dele­ 
gates.

(Continued from Yesterday'* Daily) 


I passed through many of tho princi­ 
pal streets before the tire reached them 
and the wreckage was enormous every­ 
where. 
Men, women anti children ran 
hither and thither, dragging personal 
effects to places of suppose safety to find 
theta again in danger in an hour. 
One 
man 
was seen dragging three trunks 
tied together in tandem and wearing 
three hats and two coats: another walk­ 
ed behind with a couple of heavy trunks, 
one on top of the other, being dragged 
along the pavement by a husky labor 
ing man he had employed to aid him. 
All kinds of prices were asked and paid 
without question, for assistance 
£20 
and £50 
were little thought of 
fo ra 
dray or an able bodied man who would 
carry a load of valuable effects, anil 
these prices advanced as the dangers in­ 
creased, until fabulous figures were of 
fered, often without avail. 
It was every 
m an for himself and all for the I* erry 
and escape, (hie man carried an aquar 
iurn of pet frogs into the street and see­ 
ing the flames and smoke rolling up on 
every side saw no chance of saving his 
pets and crushed the glass on the curl) 
anil mercifully crushed the frogs under 
his heel. A prominent and once wealth 
ly 
Hebrew merchant, 
who had lost 
everything, took the boat for ( Oakland 
remarking, with 
characteristic 
opti 
hi ism: 
“ All I have left is this diamond 
and fifteen cents in my pocket. 
I will 
have to begin selling collar buttons all 
over again. 
A dealer in men s furnish 
ings seeing that his stock could not be 
saved, 
called in the people 
from the 
street and told them to help themselves. 
Many went away with 
new hats and 
loaded with shirts, neckties and under 
wear. 
Many 
valuables 
could 
have 
been saved if people had believed the 
city was to burn as it did: but papers 
were left in desks, books in stores, no 
one believing 
the tire would not 
be 
checked, until it was too late. 
Automobiles rushed up and down at 
lightning speed where streets were p ass­ 
able, their horns adding to the pande­ 
monium and wierd effects: teams, drays, 
hacks and every sort of conveyance 
clambered over bricks and debris. I* ear 
was in every face, no one spoke or no­ 
ticed his neighbor, each intent upon 
P r e s e r v a t i o n and the salvage of his 
property. 
The wildest rumors were re­ 
lated with customary exaggeration,only 
to be more than verified in an hour, 
even beyound the imagination of the 
exaggerator. 
Men were reported shot 
down 
by the soldiers for disobedience 
and “ looting." 
A tailor was said to 
have been shot for refusing to render 
required assistance when ordered. S u b ­ 
sequent investigation brings conflict- 
ingV accounts. 
The soldier, who hap­ 
pens to a nephew of a former mayor of 
Sacramento, claims he shot in self de­ 
fense. 
Pe rsonal verification by an eye 
witness is abundant of many summary 
executions for stealing, tho orders be­ 
ing to shoot and not arrest, a sth o re 
were no prisons and no way to hold 
prisoners. 
How many such deaths act­ 
ually occurred will never be known, as 
it seems to I ethe policy to suppress this 
sort of information. 
After tire anil danger lines were es­ 
tablished I was frequently halted and 
turned back. 
I then sought the mayor 
and procured a permit to pass through 
the lines, which I now cherish as a me­ 


mento. 
With this I encountered no 
further difficulty and 
went where 
I 
pleased, 
passing tottering 
walls and 
burning buildings and in many perilous 
places, but always with extreme caution 
and judgment. 
I thus saw more than a 
great many. 
I met one man who was 
regretting that the troops would not al­ 
low him to enter his office, which was 
not yot on fire a ,d justjacross tho street 
from where we stood. Ho said the funds 
of his lodge were in his desk and ho 
only wanted to go in long enough to get 
them. 
I gave him my pass and he re­ 
turned it in five minutes very much re 
joiced. 
The lodge funds were saved. 
I 
think too much restriction was thus 
placed upon people desiring to save their 
property. 
Instances are numerous of 
this character. 
One by one the great office buildings, 
hotels and business houses fell victims 
to the flames, which halted for neither 
brick or store. 
Hy eleven o'clock the 
tall buildings, the tallest of the sky­ 
scrapers and supposed to be immune, 
was in flames and made one of tho most 
spectacular scenes of that tiny of hor­ 
rors. 
Twenty stories to its dome, it re 
semblod a 
great chimney 
of fire, the 
flames belching from every window at 
once and roaring skyward from tho 
dome. 
It seemed the flue to all this 
great conflagration. 
The 
seriousness 
and possibilities of the situation became 
more impressive with the destruction of 
this building and evidences of panic 
were seen. About four o’clock the Palace 
Hotel, tho fame of San Francisco for 
nearly forty years, succumbed, and th*' 
destruction of all South of Market was 
complete. 
When this burned without 
crossing Market street the hope revived 
that Market on tho south and Sansome 
on the Hast would mark the boundary 
of the burned area, but 
this was a b ­ 
andoned when dynamite brands set a 
wrecked building on fire between Mont­ 
gomery and Kearney nnd Commercial 
and Clay, nearly a block ahead of the 
flames, It was then seen that Chinatown 
was doomed and Kearney and Montgom­ 
ery mustgo, ami predictions,then thought 
unreasonable panic, were plenty that 
nothing could save the entire city. 
At 
six o'clock the Fireman's Fund building, 
on the Southwest corner of Sansome 
anil California, began to blaze from the 
roof, a small tongue of tire that a bucket 
of water would have extinguished, un­ 
doubtedly set bp brands from the ex­ 
plosions of dynamite, and the fate of the 
Merchants Exchange was apparent. No 
water was to be had and though it was 
plain that this little blaze, no bigger 
than a man’s hand, meant the doom of 
Montgomery 
street, no one moved or 
thought of attempting to extinguish it. 
thought the' buildings across the streets 
on each side were burned and gone.
